Radar equipped ships will utilize every opportunity for training 
with radar, particularly as to determining its effectiveness and 
limitations, and to constantly exorcise radar officers and opera¬ 
tors while at sea, on every available target; land, air, and sur¬ 
face, When operating with submarines, radar equipped shins will 
conduct exhaustive tests to determine tjw limitations of their 
radar equipment on this type of craft as periscope depth, awash, 
and on the surface.
